There aro very few town in tho ro 


 pubile that have such -nan’ intoresting 
’ history as. the city of Vera Cruz.

ing to its mercantile movement, It. ‘te 
tho frat port of tho repubifc. : 
Tho inhabitants of tho port are oc- 
cupied with the business of exporta 
Won, importation, and: the commission 
business, There are also cigar and 
tigarette factorties, match, soda, water, 
fee and furniture factories. - - 
Soller the war between Mexico and 


the. U nited States, General Seott, with 
an.army. of .about,12,000, landed in tha 
vicinity.of Vera Cruz on March 9, 1847, 
Ho immediately. invested ‘tho | city, 
which contalned | a garrison of about. 
4,500; * 

On March 22, asslated by-o fleet un- 
der Commander Perry, he began a ter- 
rife bombardment,’ which . continued 
almost, unabated. for four days. On 
March 29 the Mexicans surrendered.
